Empty shops blight town 


Dudley has more shops standing empty 
than any other town centre of a similar size 
in the country, new figures claim. 

The town centre has the highest number 
of vacant shops out of every medium-sized 
centre in the UK. Neighbouring West 
Bromwich is the second worst. 

The gap between the best and worst per- 
forming towns is widening, a new report by 
the Local Data Company reveals, with one 
in three units vacant in some parts of the 
country. A total of 29 per cent of shops in 
Dudley town centre are vacant, and 28 per 
cent in West Bromwich, while the lowest 
were in Falmouth in Cornwall, Waltham- 


stow and Clapham Junction in London and 
Cirencester, Cotswolds, all of which have 
6.6 per cent of shops empty. 

The figures in Dudley and West 
Bromwich are around double the national 
average of one in seven shops. 

Shops have shut in Dudley, including 
Spencers indoor market in July and Beat- 
ties department store last year. 

Dudley Council leader, Councillor Les 
Jones, said: “There is still a difficult 
market out there in retail and shops are 
still suffering from the recession.” Council- 
lor Jones said talks were continuing to 
bring a leading supermarket to the town. 
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Villagers have spoken out against a contro- 
versial £900,000 scheme to overhaul an historic 
High Street, with most calling for further 
changes. 

More than 250 householders have sent in 
their views on the redevelopment of Kinver 
High Street. Residents and businesses in the 
village have complained the alterations have 
caused traffic queues along the High Street and 
trade to plummet. Of the 252 letters sent to 
Kinver Parish Council, 202 of them criticised 
chicanes installed along the road. 

Some called for them to be completely 
removed while others asked for clear priorities 
to be laid out to avoid traffic problems in the

village.The parish council said 112 of the letters 
had complained about parking problems for 
delivery lorries caused by the changes. 

More than 100 of the correspondence also 
criticised marker posts placed at the entrance to 
the High Street. The concrete blocks have speed 
limit signs on them. 

Parish Council bosses said 70 of the letters 
sent had praised the overall layout of the road 
and 89 had said new kerbs were too high. 

Staffordshire County Council will ca 
review later this year and will have the final say 
on whether any changes will be made to the 
road. But the parish council, which carried out 
this part of the review for the county, will meet 


with representatives from the authority in 
October to discuss the issues raised. 

Parish Council spokesman Jenny Spaull said 
it was not yet known what recommendations 
they would make to the county as residents’ 
views had not yet been discussed by members. 

Meetings about this are expected to take 
place in the near future. 

Mrs Spaull said all of the views had been col- 
lected and already sent to the county council for 
its consideration. “The views we received were 
in many ways a mixed bag. 

“The council will meet with the county in 
October and we will know more then,” she 
added. 


Company leader’s death was unlawful rules inquest 


Afghanistan, an inquest heard. 


Jonathan Crookes, aged 26, had been leading a 
company of troops through Sangin District in 


Helmand Province. 


The area is one of the most volatile in the war-torn country. 
An inquest heard the Marines were less than a mile from 
their base when an Improvised Explosive Device(IED) deto- 
nated, injuring three troops, including a US soldier. 

Following the explosion Marine Crookes continued to 
search for further explosives to find a clear path back to the 
base for him and his injured comrades on July 16 last year. 
Sgt Al Grant, who was troop sergeant for Charlie Company, 
from 40 Commando Royal Marines, said Marine Crookes was 
searching a bomb crater when a second explosion went off.

“We could not see anything. The whole area was covered in 
dust,” he said. He added that as the dust settled, Marine 
Crookes was seen lying with another comrades, Lieutenant 


Corporal Luke Metcalfe. 


Attempts were made to rescue the five injured serviceman, 
including Marine Crookes, but the reservist died from his 
injuries, an inquest at Smethwick Coroners’ Court heard 


today.

Safety will be 
upgraded at 
road junction 


New safety measures will be introduced at a “night- 
mare” junction in Dudley in a bid to stop motorists flouting 
new signs and making illegal right turns. 

Campaigners living near the junction of Northfield Road 
and Halesowen Road, Netherton, were celebrating victory 
after police pledged to conduct regular checks at the spot 
to catch out any motorists spotted ignoring the new road 
layout. Meanwhile the council said it has earmarked £200 
to pay for signs to make the “no right turn” clearer. 

Ward councillor Qadar Zada said residents had been 
living in fear that an accident was imminent, and had 
raised the issue at recent Police and Communities 
Together (PACT) meetings. 


Welcomed 


He welcomed the news of the sign, which is expected to 
be installed in around eight weeks time. “Residents have 
expressed their concern that many drivers are continuing 
to ignore the no-right turn that has come into force since 
the redesign of the junction—it was a nightmare for drivers 
and an accident waiting to happen,” he said. 

“They have been working with us as their ward council- 
lors to look at sensible solutions to reduce this risk. It came 
about that some drivers were claiming not to be aware of 
the change at the junction and the current signage was not 
considered to be adequate. 

“Tm really pleased we will have additional signs to alert 
drivers, and that the police have agreed to make enforcing 
the no-right turn a priority. 

“This will mean drivers are safer and reduce congestion 
on the high street.” 


When doctors told retired 
police sergeant Mike Boswell 
his cancer had spread and he 
may only have 12 months to 
live, he vowed to do all he could 
to help others in the same boat. 


Determined not to give up, the 64- 
year-old from Halesowen has begun 
fundraising for Macmillan Cancer 
Support — the charity which helped 
him when he was first diagnosed 
with prostate cancer in 2008. 

Despite gruelling treatment includ- 
ing radiotherapy and an operation to 
remove the prostate gland, he was 
recently told the disease had spread. 

Doctors have told him there is nothing 
they can do. 

But Mr Boswell, who worked across 
the Black Country and Birmingham 
during his 15-year spell at West Mid- 
lands Police before finishing as a ser- 
geant in Brierley Hill, said he hasn’t 
given up hope. “I had no symptoms 
when I was first diagnosed. I had gone 
to the doctors because | had injured my 
hand and they gave mea blood test. Five 


weeks later I found myself in hospital 
having an operation. 

“Sadly there is now nothing they can 
do because the cancer had escaped from 
the protate and spread. It is now incur- 
able and doctors think I have about 12 
months. 

“T haven't given up hope that maybe 
they will have found a cure by then. Iam 
staying positive because I think that’s 
the best thing to do.

“Tam upset because like everyone 
else, I would like to live forever but I 
realise that’s not going to happen. I’ve 
decided to spend the time I have helping 
other people,” said Mr Boswell, of 
Hamilton Avenue, Halesowen. The 
father-of-one, who was an RAF pilot 
before joining the police, took to his key- 
board to play music and tell jokes at a 
recent fundraising event at Streetbike 
in Halesowen in aid of the charity. 

“When I first found out about the 
cancer I went to Macmillan Cancer 
Support for advice. They were excellent.

Apay freeze for senior managers at 
Dudley’s hospital trust has been 
extended for another 12 months to 
help make savings. 


It will be the third year in a row that | | 


the 12 directors, including chief execu- 
tive Paula lark, have not had a rise. 

The Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS Foun- 
dation Trust, which runs Russells Hall and 
the Guest hospitals in Dudley and the Corbett 
in Stourbridge needs to save £12million this 
financial year. The pay freeze was first intro- 
duced for 2009/10 and extended in 2010/11. 

It means Ms Clark’s salary will remain at 
between £180,000 and £185,000 while finance 
director Paul Assinder will stay on between 
£140,000 and £145,000. 

Medical director Paul Harrison will pick up 
between £60,000 and £65,000, operations 
director Paul Brennan will receive between 
£135,000 and £140,000 and nursing director 
Denise McMahon will be paid between 
£115,000 and £120,000. 


Financial 

Salaries for the non-executive directors will 
range between £10,000 and £15,000 to 
between £15,000 and £20,000. 

Ms Clark said: “The Board of Directors at 
The Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS Founda- 
tion Trust had a pay freeze in 2010/11 and this 
has continued in the 2011/12 year.” 

The hospital trust will also need to save 
£12million during the next two financial 
years. 

Cutbacks already made include slashing 
opening hours for the canteen at Russells Hall 
Hospital and reducing the amount of time 
patients spend in hospital when they have an 
operation so they are admitted on the day of 
the surgery rather than the day before. 

A handful of redundancies have been made 
in back office departments and bosses are con- 
tinuing to review vacancies as they arise. 

The hospital is also reviewing contracts for 
medical and stationery equipment and clini- 
cal supplies to make savings. 

The hospital trust has recruited an advisor 
to help reduce the time patients spend on 
wards at Dudley’s three hospitals. 

The role was created as part of the Transfor- 
mation project aimed at saving and reducing 
waste.

A metal processing firm in 
the Black Country has become 
an internet sensation thanks 
to a popular TV show. 

More than half a million people 
have taken part in a quiz on the 
BBC’s Top Gear website featuring 
Surface Processing Ltd in Dudley. 

The company, which strips the 
shells of old cars to remove rust and 
old paint, attracted the attention of 
the show’s producers who were 
looking for a new game for the site. 

Players must guess the make and 
model of the car correctly from looking 
at a picture of a stripped-down body 
shell without any paintwork. At one 
point it was the most-read page on the 
site, even attracting more hits than a 
video of The Stig meeting Formula 
One star Sebastian Vettel. 

And the business, which works on 
an average of 350 cars a year, has seen 


a surge in trade since the quiz went 
live. Bosses are now taking on two new 
workers, to add to the 21 existing staff, 
to deal with the increase in orders. 

Managing director Adrian McMur- 
ray said the television show’s produc- 
ers heard about the company through 
a mutual acquaintance. 


Amazing 


“Who would have thought we were 
going to get half a million people 
looking at the state of our cars? 

“Tt’s amazing and I’m 80 pleased we 
were asked to take part,” he said. 

Cars are lowered into a series of 
huge vats of stripping fluid, removing 
rust and decay and leaving the bare 
bodywork. 

The vehicle then goes through a 19- 
stage painting process to put on a pro- 
tective coat, which sees it dipped in 
various materials, before being 
“baked” in an oven at 185F. 


Another layer can be added during 
the painting process to prevent it 
rusting again. 

The average cost is about £1,500 per 
car and the majority of the firm’s cus- 
tomers are classic car collectors who 
want to restore their buy to its former 
glory. 

Recent projects have included a 
Ford Consul Capri, a Ford Escort 
Mark One and a Volkswagen Golf 
Mark One, while classic Mini Coopers 
also regularly pass through the 
company’s base in Deepdale Lane. 

Mr McMurray, who set up the firm 
in 1994, said: “With this process we 
clear out all the muck and rubbish, 
clear out the good majority of all the 
rust and you are left with a nice clear 
blank page on which to start the 
restoration.” 

Along with cars, the firm also 
restores aerospace, construction and 
agricultural equipment.

Historians and engineers, including 
Cradley Heath metal artist Luke Perry, 
used original drawings and expert opinion 
to help recreate the 18ft long anchor for a 
Channel Four television show.

Blackheath has always been a 
predominantly working class 
area dominated by modest 
housing. The town was hard hit 
by the ecomonic slow-down of 
the 1970s and unemployment 
of the early 1980s. 

However, in the 1990s the town became 
more prosperous with improving housing 
stock and some substantial development in 
town centre stores and improvement in the 
road network.A J Sainsbury supermarket was 
also added to the town centre around this 
time. 

Blackheath has many transport links with 
buses travelling throughout the borough and 
Rowley Regis railway station is nearby. 

Football team Blackheath Town FC play in the 
West Midlands (Regional) League Division 
One (South). 

Judas Priest guitarist Glenn Tipton was born 


in Blackheath. 

With rising traffic on local roads after the 
Second World War, Blackheath became a 
congestion hotspot. Things improved slightly 
with the construction of a new road around 
the north of the town centre towards the end 
of the 1970s, but this was only of use to traffic 
coming to and from Cradley Heath and 
Brierley Hill. Motorists travelling from 
Quinton still had to negotiate the original 
route that was little better than it had been in 
the days before cars. This problem was solved 
in 2006 with a new relief road that circles the 
eastern half of the town centre and diverts 
traffic coming from Halesowen, Quinton and

THE 2011 Frankfurt Motor Show will play host to four 
high-performance Audi S models sharing one new 
eight-cylinder engine. The new powerplant enables 
them to counterbalance outputs of up to 520PS with 
the potential for up to 29mpg. 

The new bi-turbo V8, incorporating cylinder-on-demand 
technology and a host of other advances, replaces the natu- 
rally aspirated V10 FSI engine in the all-new S6, S6 Avant and 
S8 models, and in the process improves economy by as 
much as 25 per cent. It is also at the heart of a completely 
new addition to the S quattro Series — the new S7 Sportback. 

In the S6 and S6 Avant the new 4.0-litre, twin-turbo V8 
delivers ample power with fuel economy in keeping with the 
times. It appears here in 420PS form, and provides a con- 
stant 550Nm of torque from 1,400 to 5,300rpm, enough to 
catapult the S6 from 0 to 62mph in 4.8 seconds and the S6 
Avant in 4.9 seconds, and to spur them on to an electronically 
governed top speed of 155mph. 


Performance 


The 4.0 TFSI brings Audi’s downsizing strategy to the high- 
performance class. Compared to the 5.2-litre V10, it offers 
even stronger performance while reducing fuel consumption 
by as much as 25 per cent. Average fuel consumption is 
29.1mpg in the S6 and 28.8mpg in the S6 Avant, well above 
that of the competition. 

The two new S models are fitted as standard with adaptive 
air suspension in its firmer “sport” configuration. The tautly 
tuned air suspension with variable damping lowers the body 
by 10mm, and provides for highly precise handling without 
compromising comfort. Four 19-inch cast aluminium wheels 
in aunique five parallel spoke design frame the black calipers 
of the powerful front and rear internally ventilated disc 
brakes, which can be replaced by carbon fibre-ceramic discs 
as an option. 

The Audi S7 Sportback uses the same engine as the S6 
and S6 Avant — the new 4.0 TFSI with 420PS and 550Nm of 
torque. The twin-turbo V8 accelerates the five-door coupe 
from 0 to 62mph in 4.9 seconds, and top speed is limited to 
155mph. The cultivated eight-cylinder, which uses Audi’s 
“cylinder on demand” technology under part load, achieves 
an impressive combined economy figure of 29.1mpg. 

The S7 Sportback is fitted as standard with adaptive air 
suspension sport and the Audi drive select dynamics 
system. Mounted behind the 19-inch wheels are large, inter- 
nally ventilated disc brakes front and rear. Their black 
calipers are stamped with S7 logos at the front. Carbon fibre- 
ceramic discs are available as an option. Other chassis 
options include 20-inch wheels and dynamic steering, which 
varies its ratio as a function of speed. 


Sublime 


The Audi S8 is the new head of the Audi S model family — 
a large and luxurious saloon that can deliver sublime comfort 
or supreme excitement as required. The new 4.0-litre TFSI in 
the S8 generates no less than 520PS and delivers a constant 
650Nm of torque to the crankshaft between 1,700 and 
5,500rpm. The result is outstanding performance: the sprint 
from zero to 62mph takes just 4.2 seconds, and top speed is 
electronically capped at 155mph. 

This makes the fuel consumption of the sonorous and 
smooth twin-turbo V8 all the more amazing: It averages 
27.7mpg on the combined cycle, a considerable gain over its 
competitors, and its predecessor — the 5.2-litre V10 in the 
previous S8 posted 21.4mpg in the equivalent test. This has 
been achieved despite a 70PS increase in output. 

The new Audi S8 strikes its impressive balance between 
performance and efficiency with the combined technologies 
of the Audi modular efficiency platform, including the recu- 
peration and start-stop systems. The newly developed 
“cylinder on demand” technology also plays a very signifi- 
cant role. 

Under part load, it deactivates four of the eight cylinders 
for an efficiency gain that is particularly pronounced at mod- 
erate motorway speeds. A package of acoustic measures 
including the Active Noise Cancellation system suppresses 
possible intrusive noise and vibrations. 

The eight-speed tiptronic in the S8 unites sportiness and 
efficiency. It uses tall gears at low revs when possible, but 
downshifts quickly and comfortably when requested. The 
tiptronic delivers the power to a quattro drivetrain combining 
a self-locking centre differential with the sport differential on 
the rear axle. 

During dynamic driving, the lion’s share of the power flows 
to the outside wheel to literally push the large saloon into the 
corner.

With responsibility for over £500m of public money the PCT has achieved all statutory financial targets for 2010/11. This has been at a time of 
significant demand on health services and the desire to develop services to meet key health plans. 


The PCT achieved all statutory and non-statutory financial duties in 2010/11 as set 
out below: 


Statutory 
Remain within the Revenue Resource Limit achieved £794,000 surplus 
Remained within Capital Resource Limit achieved £7,000 surplus. 


Non-Statutory = 
Better Payment Practice Code - pay suppliers invoices by the due date or within 
30 days of receipt achieved — exceeded the 95% target. 


Ensure Provider Services achieve full cost recovery achieved surplus of £468,000. 


In 2010/11 the PCT spent £510,406,000 an increase of 5.2% compared to 2009/10. After taking account of technical adjustments associated with the 
revaluation of assets to a Modern Equivalent Assets (MEA) basis in line with national policy, the net increase in expenditure was 2.9%. 


During 2010/11 the PCT increased expenditure in a number of areas, some of which were: 
Increased investment in a new Health and Social Care Centre within Brierley Hill - £2.2m 
Increased investment in obesity and smoking reduction initiatives - £300,000 


Increased investment on drugs and devices - £2m 


Establishment of community initiatives, including minor surgery and diabetes - £250,000 


Despite these times of constraint, the PCT intends to invest in new services to improve 
healthcare in Dudley in the following areas:- 


Screening of risk factors for heart conditions in the adult population - £570,000 
Digital Mammography - £300,000 
Investment in weight loss programmes - £205,000 


Increased investment in tackling alcohol misuse - £300,000 


Where were Dudley residents treated in 2010/11

Changes in the NHS 


In July 2010, the Government published a paper called ‘Liberating the NHS’, which details how the NHS will change over the coming years to 
ensure the services provided are as patient focused as possible. 


To make these improvements, the way the NHS is run is changing. 


Local health staff and local communities will have more power to make decisions and fewer decisions will be taken at a national level. Local 
decisions on healthcare will be placed in the hands of clinicians. 


From April 2013, some of the functions currently provided by the Primary Care Trust will be led by local clinicians including GPs, nurses and 
hospital consultants. This means that some of the money that is allocated by the government to buy healthcare services will be handed to groups 
of local clinicians who will decide what the best services are for local residents. This process is known as commissioning. 


The National Commissioning Board will be responsible for buying specific services including those provided by GPs and it is proposed that the 
responsibility for Public Health will move to the Local Authority overseen by a new body called Public Health England. 


Developing Clinical Commissioning in Dudley 


In Dudley, GPs and other clinicians have always been involved in deciding how the budget for healthcare is spent locally, therefore staff at the 
PCT and local clinicians already have strong working relationships. Clinicians from across the borough have been spending more time 
understanding the current functions undertaken by the PCT so that they are prepared to take on their new responsibilities and in April 2011 
began commissioning some areas on behalf of local people. 


Dr David Hegarty is the Chair of the Dudley Health Clinical Commissioning Group and is leading the development of Clinical Commissioning here 
in Dudley. He is also a practicing GP in the borough. 


The Black Country Cluster 


To ensure stability until PCTs are abolished, local PCTs are being joined together to form a PCT Cluster to ensure that the important support 
services that the organisations currently provide can continue. 


‘Liberating the NHS’ clearly states that PCTs will be abolished by 2013 therefore to ensure stability until this point local PCTs will be clustering to 
make them more robust. Dudley will join with Sandwell, Walsall and Wolverhampton with the appointment of one Executive team for the Black 
Country Cluster. 


In March 2011, Robert Bacon, Chief Executive at Sandwell Primary Care Trust was appointed as the Chief Executive for all four PCTs. 


Dr Steve Cartwright has recently been appointed as Managing Director for NHS Dudley.
